••fleet and the taking up 
of

leases is a much more orderly pro­ 
cess. but no less romantic and ex­ 
citing. 
When an old field is dis­ 
covered on tho public dom ain, the 
Departm ent of the 
Interior 
ar­ 
ranges an auction of 
the 
lease 
rights. 
The oil men congregate at 
a given place and date to subm it 
bids. 
They offer a 
large 
Initial 
bonus for the right to drill. 
The 
successful bidder then m ust pay a 
royalty to the governm ent on the 
amount of 
oil 
produced. 
Som e­ 
tim es royalties are paid in cash, 
som etim es in oil. 
There are en­ 
tire reservations ofc oil lands set 
aside to insure a future supply of 
fuel oil and gasoline for the navy. 
When 
it 
becam e necessary 
to 
move the Indians of the south Into 
a restricted territory, broad acres 
were selected for the purpose in 
what is now Oklahoma. 
At 
the 
tim e these lands were regarded as 
m erely wide. open spaces of the 
sort the Indian prefers. 
In recent 
years th^se sam e lands were dis­ 
covered to contain som e of 
the 
richest deposits of oil in the whole 
country. 
The governm ent did not 
prove an “Indian giver” by taking 
back these rich lands. 
Arrange­ 
m ents w ere made 
whereby

eould be leased to oil com panies. 
Aa a result many Indians are rich. 
Millionaire Indians 
The lands of the Osage tribes

la ities accruing to

8om e are millionaires. 
The knowledge of the value of 
rich m etals la so instinctive in tho

'w orthless. Those concerning which 
the initial exam iner has any doubt 
i are referred to specialists. 
If a 
specim en bears the appearance of 
: copper or cinnabar, of lead or mag 
nesite, It will be sent to a geologist 
j who bas specialized in the study of 
1 that particular m ineral, 
j 
Just as a man who is building a 
; factory for intensive use desires an 
exact plan for the construction of 
his workshop, so It Is desirable 
’ that the American people have 
a 
• thorough plan of their 
country, 
which is their workshop. 
A m ost 
j interesting activity is the produc­ 
t io n of two such maps, one topo- 
j graphic and the 
other 
geologic, 
j The geologic map is the biggest in 
| the world. 
It would cover a sheet 
of paper an af re in extent if It 
I were practicable to print It on one 
! sheet. 
If Is printed on separate 
sheets which are bound together 
in a series with a descriptive text. 
This gigantic map is m ade on a 
scale of approxim ately one m ile to 
fbe Inch. 
W hen It is realized that 
j the ordinary geography or atlas 
map is on a scale of from 300 to 
500 mile* to the inch, it is seen 
how great a chart this 
will 
be 
when it is fully com pleted. 
W ork 
upon it ha* been going forward 
for 40 years and yet only a frac­ 
tion of the United States has been 
covered fully. 
To map the geology 
of a region, the geological su rvey­ 
o r must determ ine tho character 
and distribution of the individual 
t rock m asses and their relation to 
one another. 
He m ust travel over 
I the whole area and plat all out­ 
croppings of rock. 
The dips of the 
i rocks must be m easured to d eter­ 
mine the extent of the deform ation 
they have undergone, and other 
most particular studies 
must 
be 
made, such as the presence of un­ 
derground water or of oil and gas. 
Of parallel im portance is a sim ­ 
ilar huge topographic map. 
A sep­ 
arate division of the survey makes 
this. 
Topography Is the science of 
the actual surface of 
the 
earth, 
rather than what lies below. Moun­ 
tain, valley, and stream are shown 
on the topographic map in m inute 
detail. 
Every hillock, rivulet, and 
physical characteristic is indicated. 
Even the locations 
of 
buildings 
and other works of man are shown. 
Over 40 per cent of the country 
has been so mapped. 
Asitlo from its value as a base 
for the geologic work, the topo-

(M atthew 6:5-15) 
In the international Sunday 
School lessons, the subject for 
today’ is given as the Sermon 
on 
the 
Mount, but the 
Bible 
text is confined to the Lord’s 
Prayer as recorded in Matthew. 
As the 
prayer 
furnishes 
a 
sufficient theme 
for 
today, I 
shall reserve for the last Sun­ 
day of the year comment on 
the remainder of the sermon. 
Th e whole discourse presents 
a moral code suggestive of New 
Year resolutions. 
Prayer is the key word of all 
religion. 
It is the central thought of 
the Old Testament as well as 
of the New Dispensation, and 
it is one of the basic ordinances 
of all branches of the C hris­ 
tian church. 
Mohammed sn deeply im pressed 
upon his follow ers the practice of 
praying at regular hours that his 
follow ers are even moro cerem oni­ 
ous in this respect than the aver­ 
age C hristian. 
The call to pray­ 
er is sounded from all the minar­ 
ets, and wherever the M usselman 
m ay be— even when traveling in 
tho desert—he kneels with his face 
toward Mecca and raises bis voice 
in the worship of Allah. 
Objectionable Prayers 
That Christ gave to His disci­ 
ples a form of prayer Is significant. 
H e constantly communed with God 
and commended prayer. 
It is not 
strange, therefore, that He should 
suggest an acceptable form. 
The introduction would indicate 
that H is 
purpose 
was to 
warn 


J 
The 
fact 
that 
our 
needs 
are 
] known does not relieve us from the 
I duty of prayer. 
The petitions of a 
[child are not undesirable m erely 
b e c a u s e they are unnecessary; Je- 
I hub has compared the 
H eavenly 
, Father with earthly parents: 
"If ye then, being evil, know how 
I to give good gifts unto your chil- 
jdren; how much more shall your 
! heavenly Father give the 
Holy 
Spirit to them that ask Him?’’ 
So we may without impropriety 
m easure the H eavenly Father's In­ 
terest in our appeals by the heart­ 
felt interest which we feel in our 
sons and daughters and grandchil­ 
dren, except that we have not the 
courage to 
refuse 
harmful 
gifts 
because we have not the divine 
power to discern what is best for 
them. 
“A fter 
this 
manner 
therefore 
pray ye: 
Our Father which art in 
heaven. Hallowed be thy name." 
“ Our Father.’’ 
T he 
first 
step 
toward 
perfect 
com m union with God in prayer is 
to assum e a 
worshipful 
attitude. 
“Our Father" — what comfort is 
condensed into those two words! 
One links us to the throne by the 
tie of blood, and the other links us 
in kinship with our fellows. 
It is not a stranger before whom 
w e 
reverently 
bow, 
nor 
just a 
friend. 
It is a Father, and it is not 
to my Father alone, but to the Fa­ 
ther of all mankind. 
I, just by m yself might seem too 
insignificant to claim the attention 
of One so mighty, but I join an in­ 
num erable throng who constitute 
the suprem e work of His hands and 
against objectionable forms as well .w h o are the highest m anifestations 
as to recommend a model prayer 
H e begins with an indictm ent 
against the prayers of hypocrites— 
no one has condem ned the hypo­ 
crites more severely than he. 
“And when thou prayest, thou 
shalt not be as the hypocrites 
are: 
for 
they 
love to 
pray 
standing,in the synagogues and 
in the corners of the streets, 
that they may be seen of men. 
Verily I say unto you. They 
have received their reward. 
‘ But thou, w hen thou pray­ 
est, enter into thy closet, and 
when thou hast shut thy door, 
pray to thy Father which is in 
secret, and thy Father which 
seeth in secret shall reward 
thee openly.” 
He then condem ns for another 
reason, the practice of the Gen­ 
tiles: 
“But when ye pray, use not 
vain repetitions, as the heathen 
do: for they think that they 
shall be heard for their much 
speaking.” 
The Duty of Prayer 
The hypocrites were vain and in­ 
sincere; they were worse than the 
G entiles, who relied upon quantity 
rather than quality. 
In the next 
verse, there is a com forting assur­ 
ance: 
“For your Father knoweth 
what tilings ye have need of, be­ 
fore ye auk Him ” 


of H is wisdom and love 
“H allowed be thy name." 
He Is 
worthy of our homage. 
“The heavens declare the glory 
of God; and the firmament showeth 
H is handiwork. 
Day unto day ut- 
tereth speech and night unto night 
show eth knowledge.’’ 
. The sam e was in the beginning 
with God; all things were made by 
Him; and without Hint 
was not 
anything m ade that was made. 
In 
Him w as life and the life was the 
light of men." 
“ Thy Kingdom Come." 
H is infinite mind conceived the 
universe with all Its m arvels, and 
His boundless love filled it with its 
teem ing wealth of good things. 
He has so fashioned out vital or­ 
gans that they function 
without 
conscious effort on our part; we 
could not live a day if we were com ­ 
pelled to give thought to the pump­ 
ing of the lungs or to the sw inging 
of the pendulum of the heart. 
H e furnishes the food our bodies 
need, lays out for us the work that 
em ploys our mind and gives us the 
friendships that satisfy our heart. 
“Thy kingdom come. 
Thy will 
be done in earth as it is in heaven.” 
Before any thought of ourselves 
—before any petitions for the sat­ 
isfaction of any of our bodily needs 
- is the expressed desire tor the 
coining of God’s Kingdom and for 


the doing of H is will on earth as 
it is in heaven 
That Is the world's need that is 
ever above all other not'd*. 
The 
vital 
difference 
between 
heaven and earth is that God s will 
is done in heaven and ignored on; 
earth. 
No m atter how we picture 
or people the abode of the blest, its I 
glory would depart if aught but tile 
H eavenly Father’* undisputed will 
prevailed. 
Earth w ill approach heaven just! 
as fast and in proportion us God’s 
will can be substituted for m an’s 
will here. 
“ Our Daily Bread" 
But this expression of a devout 
w ish m eans som ething besides war-j 
ship; it m eans that, having prayed! 
for the com ing of God’s kingdom. 
we w ill rise from our knees and 
proceed to hasten its coming 
It would be a reflection upon a 
C hristian’s sincerity to -aggest that 
he would express such a desire and ] 
then fail to prove the existen ce of ; 
the desire by his own honest cf-1 
forts. 
And yet, w hat other con-, 
elusion can be drawn when one 
gives all his thought to his o w n , 
business affairs or spends upon his 
own pleasure (or for his own harm) 
m oney that he can spare for the 
spread of the Gospel and the ad­ 
vancem ent of God’s kingdom. 
“Give us 
this 
day 
our 
daily 
bread." 
T his is the only sentence in the 
prayer that deals with Man’s physi­ 
cal needs# but it is helpful and en­ 
couraging to be taught to look to 
God as the giver of every good 
and perfect g ift—bodily as well as 
spiritual. 
Man s Severest Test 
T he petition 
contained in 
the 
next verse offers the severest test j 
to which man can be subjected. 
F orgiveness Is the high point in 
the Christian religion: it is the one 
thing which more than any other 
distin guishes 
Christ's 
teachings 
from the teachings of the unin ­ 
spired. 
Forgiveness has its origin in love 
and is love's m ost perfect fruit. 
It begins with God, who is w ill­ 
ing to forgive man for his sins 
against H im self, our Creator, our 
Preserver, and our H eavenly F a-1 
ther. 
It continues through Christ, who I 
in the m idst of the agonies on the 
cross, 
prayed, 
"Father, 
forgive I 
them, for they know not xvhat they 
do." 
It 
is 
injoined 
upon 
us: 
“Therefore, if thou bring thy 
* gift to the altar, and there re- 
m em berest 
that 
thy 
brother 
hath ought against thee, leave 
there thy gift before the altar, 
and go thy w ay; first be re- 
« conciled to thy brother, aud 
then come and offer thy gift.” 
W hy should we ask forgiveness 
if w e are not willing to forgive? 
A Great Difference 
The Revised Version m akes the 
language a little stronger than it is 
in the King Jam es’ translation. 
It 


reads, “As we also have forgiven 
our debtors.” 
In the former trans­ 
lation it reads, "As we forgive our 
debtors." 
There is a great difference be­ 
tween 
forgiveness 
contem plated 
and forgiveness actually granted. 
There is a difference too, betw een 
a w illingness to forgive in a gener­ 
al way and having forgiven a sp eci­ 
fic wrong done. 
This Is the only part of the pray­ 
er which is supported by an argu­ 
ment. 
In treating the other sub­ 
jects. 
H e 
m erely 
stated 
what 
should be done; in the case of for­ 
giveness, how ever. He presents a 
conclusive reason for requiring for­ 
giveness : 
"For if ye forgive men their 
trespasses, your heavenly Fa­ 
ther will also forgive you: 
“But if ye forgive not men 
their tresp asses, 
neither 
w ill 
your Father forgive your tres­ 
passes." 
F orgiveness of our own sins is 
conditioned upon our having forgiv­ 
en those who have sinned against 
us. 
Forgiveness, it m ust be rem em ­ 
bered, is not primarily or princi­ 
pally 
for the 
protection of 
the 
wrong doer: it is more necessary J 
for, and of more benefit to. the I 
person w ronged. 
No load is h ea v -1 
ier than a load of revenge. 
It I 
will* break anyone down who at 
tem pts to carry it 
“ Lead Us Not Into Tem ptation" I 
Life would not be worth living if I 
one were com pelled to punish a l l ' 
who wrong him, as one may learn 
if he v isits a com munity which is ! 
blighted by feuds. 
The futility of 
the feud w as well expressed by a 
m ountaineer: 
“When you kill a man, you can't I 
hurt him any more; and then so m e-j 
body is after you." 
Forgiveness is not only the m es-\ 
senger of peace, but the hand maid­ 
en of happiness. 
The prayer concludes with a plea 
for 
guidance — deliverance 
from ; 
evil is the sum of all blessings. 
“Lead us not into tem ptation" is 
a rebuke to those who argue in fa­ 
vor of tem ptations as if they were 
desirable. 
A believer in the “ survival of 
the fittest" once held up to ri- 
, 
dicule the advertisement of a 
college which read, “ One mile 
above 
sea 
level 
and 
seven 
miles from 
any temptations.’’ 
And yet parents would prefer 
the 
environment 
of 
such 
a 
school to one that boasted of 
being 
within 
easy 
reach 
of 
every sin. 
“ It must needs be that of- 
j 
fences come: but woe to that 
man 
by 
whom 
the 
offence 
com eth!” 
Th e fact that no one has ever 
’ 
been 
able 
to 
offer 
a 
substi­ 
tute for the Lo rd ’s Prayer is 
but 
another 
proof 
that 
He 
“ spake as never man spake."
